. Expreſſion. Men are born — ani —— for 
mutual Helps and Comforts to each other. Strifes and 
Debates, Anger, Wrath, Bitterneſs are very pernicious 
and deſtructive, unnatural and irregular-- they are che 
| and Deviations of a deprav'd: Nature: from 
the Original Rule, befide the Primary Intent of the Kind 
Author of our Beings. Private Families cannot proſper, 
nor even ſubſiſt long, when torn aſunder by Heats and 
Animoſities: neither can a King ſtand when Aid 


e againſt it ſelf, and d into Sects and Parties. 
Even whole Nations, tho united within themſelves, if 


in a State of War with others, are often ruin d thereby, 


and alweys loſe much of chat Proſperity and Plenty 
which they might otherwiſe Eajoy. - This ſhows the 


Neceſſity of our living Friendly and Peaceably, whe- | 


ther conſider d as Private Men, or as Societies, our 
Temporal Safety and Happineſs, our Being and Well- 
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As to another Life, the Great Concern we have 
therein, and the apparent Neceſſity of the Means to- 
* - ward the deſir'd end, oblige us yet more Strictly to live 
Peaceably and Friendly with one another. For, How 
ſhall any Senſe or Face of Religion be kept up amongſt 
us, unleſs we Agree and Unite in one common Wor- 
ſhip? - How. ſhall Decency, Order, and Regularity, be 
maintain'd without Peace and Unity? How ſhall Any 
have the Means of Inſtruction, or Improvement in 
Wiſdom and Goodneſs, unleſs their Condition and Po- 
ſture of Affairs give Freedom and Leiſure for it; unleſs 
their Minds be calm and ſerene, their Thoughts caſy 
and chearful, that is, unleſs they be at Peace with one 
another? Hatred and Revenge, Rancour and Malice 
eat out the very Vitals of Religion, eſtrange us mighti- 
ly. from God and Goodneſs, unqualify us for the Of- 
fices of Devotion and Piety, and render us very unfit 
for the Friendly and Peaceful Society of Heaven. I 
need not dwell long on ſo clear an Argument: every 
one that thinks muſt be ſenſible that to live Peaceably 
is as neceſſary as it is to Live and to be Happy; to be 
| caſy and fatisfied in this Life, and to be forever Bleſſed 
in Another. This be ſufficient to ſhow our Ob- 
ligation to the Duty of Peaceableneſs and the Founda- 
tion of it. The next Conſideration is concerning it's 
Extent, which will be caſily ſtated from the Prin- 
eiples laid down: And it is of great Importance to 
underſtand it rightly for the Regulation of our Practice

Variety, and make ſome Abatement. It can oblige no
